SOIEKTIFIO MISCELLANY. 


Drs. Schuchardt and Krause, of Halle, 


Germany, consider that they have proven 
beyond a doubt a connection between 
scrofula and consumption, as they havo 
discovered the presence of the peculiar 
parasites of tuberculosis in several dis- 
tinct forms of scrofula. 


An electric screw balloon, made by 


Messrs. A. and G. Tissandier, has made 
a trial trip at Paris. The experiment in 
stated to^have been partially successful, 
although the apparatus was powerless to 
prevent the spinning motion of the bal- 
loon when heading against the wind. 
Certain improvements are to be made in 
the electrometer of the balloon, when an- 
other trip will he made. 


A new fuel, called, "turbato," is now 


being made in Mexico. It consists prin- 
cipally of bog peat, which is mixed with 


proper proportion of bitumen. The 


fuel is said to burn freely and with little 
smoke, giving more heat than wood and 
nearly as much as the best bituminous 
coal. It can be sold in Mexico at a lower 
jrice than wood or coal, as the ingredi- 
ents necessary for its manufacture exist 
n inexhaustible quantities in that coun- 


Wood diminishes the durability of 


aper in which it has been used, and it is 


a matter of importance for dealers and 
onsumers to je able to decide whether a 
iven sample of paper contains woody 
bers or not. 
A scientific authority rcc- 


mmends for this purpose a solution of 
ulphate of Hiuiine, or a mixture consist- 
ig of one part of bulpburic acid and three 
arts nitric acid. 
Either of these mix- 


tures at once produce a yellow color upon 
the paper if wood is contained therein, 
the depth of the yellow shade increasing 
as the proportion of wood increases. 


A now method of purifying iron is pro- 


posed by Dr Hermann Wedding, of Ber- 
lin. He points to the fact that when 
melted cast iron is allowed to chill the 
first crystals which form are nearly pure 
iron, and he suggests that by repe- 
titions of the crystalizing process a metal 
of high quality may be obtained from 
poor pig iron. 


A new fiber for paper making has been 


discovered by Mons lleynaud in Algeria. 
It exists in the dwarf palm, a great enemy 
of the agriculturists 
The plant is full 


of fiber, and means have been found 
for utilizing the whole of it about the 
roots. 


Numerous examples of the spreading 


of disease by milk li.ive been afforded by 
late epidemics in Englind and Scothnd 
In Dundee an epidemic of suarlet fever 
has been followed closely by one of ty- 
phoid fever, and it has been found that 
the victims of each were chiefly persons 
who used milk bought from a vender 
family was affected with the disease. 
In 


a piper re id before the Philosophical 
Society of Glasgow, Dr John Doug ill has 
given the results of investigations which 
prove that rnilk is specially liable to ab- 
soib impurities from the atmosphere 
Milk exposed for a short time to tlie em- 
anations from strongly scented substances 
acquired the peculiar odors, and retained 
them as long as fourteen hours. It is 
probable that both milkand cream quick- 
ly imbibe contageous germs as well, 
which makes them formidable agents for 
distributing certain diseases. In case of 
any uncertainty as to the pui ity of milk 
it would certainly be wise to boil it, as 
suggested by Dr. Dougall, as it is believed 
that boiling destroys the poisonous germs.

vanilla pods are very liable to experience 
a skin aflecHon, which Dr Layet finds 
is due to contact with an insect living on 
the pods.

The merchants have 
closed up and left, theltotel is abandoned 
the gas company is banki upt, and scores 
of costly residences 
have either been 


taken to pieces and moved away ot givdd 
over to bats. 
Real estate cannot be 


given away for taxes. Nothing can be 
sold that will cost its woitb to move 
away. 
The rich men have all gone. 


Those who remain are the hiiners, their 
superintendents, and the saloon men and 
gamblers The latter aie usually the fiist 
to come to a mining town and the last to 
leave 


The cause of this decadence, which has 


swallowed up millions of capital and 
wrecked the worldly ambition of thous- 
ands of pei sons, is the failure of the Oom-

A DIB SKELETON. 


Prof Norris, the ethnologist, who has 


been examining the modnds in this sec- 
tion of 
1 West Virginia forscveral months, 


the other day opened the big mound on 
Col. B. H 
Smith's farm. 
This is the 


largest mound in the valley, and prpved 
a rich storehouse 
The mound is fifty 


feet high, and trlpy dug down to the bot- 
tom. 
It was evidently the burial place 


of a noted chief, who had been interred 
with unusual honors. At 
the bottom 


they found ths bones of a human being, 
measuring seven feet in length and nine- 
teen inches across'the shoulders 
He was 


lying flat, and at either side, lying at an. 
anale of about forty-five degrees* with 
the feet pointed toward their chief, were 
other men—on one side two and on the 
other throe. 
At tlie head of the chief 


lay another man with his hands extended 
before him, and bearing two bracelets of 
copper. On each side of the chief's wrists 
were six copper bracelets, while a look- 
ing-glass of mica lay at his shoulder, and 
a goblet of copper rested oq his breasf. 
Four copper bracelets were under his headj 
with an arrow in the centre. A house 
twelve feet in diameter and ten feet higl'j 
witli a ridge-pole one fpct in diameter, 
had been erected oven them, and the 
whole covered' by the dirt that formed thte 
mound.

She did not 


know why he left her, for there was no 
quarrel and she loved Mm. This was con- 
sidered sufficient identification, and she 
left the court.
